Editorial 


PROF. EYSENCK’S LETTER TO THE TIMES 
OUR ANSWER: 


From time to time Searchlight has been critical of Professor Eysenck 
and his psychological theories. Now through the letters column of 
The Times, Eysenck has issued a thundering denunciation of the 
National Front on March 16: “Both Professor Jensen and I are 
strongly opposed to any form of racialism including that advocated 
by the National Front”’. 

All well and good. Or so it appears. 

But why has it taken so long for Professor Eysenck to come out 
and issue such a statement? 

Eysenck started his letter: “In recent weeks the National Front 
have used my name and that of Professor A. Jensen in their propa- 
ganda’’. In this way Eysenck conveys the impression that his letter is 
timely because the NF have only recently started quoting his work. 

Here the professor is being less than open. Searchlight knows for a 
fact that Eysenck was aware the NF was quoting his work nearly two 
years ago. A fellow academic psychologist at that time sent Eysenck 
copies of such NF propaganda. 

Then, Eysenck seemed to be completely unconcerned. He replied 
“The devil can quote scripture. These things are sent to try us and 
there is little that can be done about it”’. 

So why does Eysenck now believe that something, in the shape of 
a letter to The Times, can be done? 

We can only point out that recently an increasing number of 
academics have become concerned about Eysenck. There has been 
pressure on him by senior academics to disassociate himself from the 
National Front. In fact, the whole issue of Eysenck’s attitude towards 
racism was about to become a matter of public debate anyway. 

Eysenck’s letter, therefore, can be interpreted as an attempt to 
head off a storm of criticism before it breaks. This would explain its 
sudden appearance. And also its lack of complete frankness. 

In his letter, Eysenck suggests that his theories, far from supporting 
racism, “give strong support to those who are opposed to racist 
doctrines”. According to Eysenck, there is ‘‘a great deal of overlap 
between any racial or national groups that have ever been studied”’. 
In Eysenck’s opinion, racists deny this overlap; therefore, Eysenck’s 
theories cannot be racist. 

However, this argument is completely spurious. It is not true, as 
Eysenck alleges, “‘to the racist all members of a given group are 
inferior to all members of another’. Even the National Front is not 
so stupid as to suggest this. 

Eysenck himself should know this. Amongst the NF propaganda 
he was sent nearly two years ago, was Richard Verrall’s unpleasant 
article ‘The reality of race’ in Spearhead, April 1976. 

Verrall specifically mentions the ‘overlap’ between black and 
white intelligence: “The average overlap, i.e. where exceptional 
Negroes score the same as whites is 11 per cent .. .”’ etc and etc. 

Is Eysenck really going to suggest that Verrall and the National 
Front are not racist because they agree with Eysenck’s theories of 
overlap? 

Regular readers of Searchlight may have spotted that Eysenck’s 
letter didn’t mention the interview he gave to Beacon, 1977, the 
magazine of the now defunct, openly racist National Party. Nor did 
it mention his continuing involvement with the racist Mankind 
Quarterly (see elsewhere in this issue). 

Until Eysenck clears up these matters, and until he recognizes that 
his theories do lend support to the National Front viewpoint, his 
disclaimers must be treated with some suspicion. 


ACADEMIC RACISM: SOUTH 


AFRICAN AND NAZI LINKS 


(Parts of this article are based ona book by Michael Billig about the psychology of fascism to be published 
this year by the Academic Press. 





Just over ten years ago, five National Front members were tried at Lewes 
for distributing racist material. It was a test case for the new Race Rela- 
tions Act; much hinged on the outcome. The National Front chairman, 
A.K. Chesterton, secured the help of a Scottish anthropoligist, who was 
willing to testify as an expert witness that Negroes were ‘‘feckless’’ and 


intellectually inferior. 


The result was that racism 
triumphed. The defendants were 
acquitted. The Race Relations Act 
had to be amended. And -the 
National Front has never forgotten 
the help it received from Dr Robert 
Gayre. 

All this is brought to mind by 
the recent publication from the 
Young National Front, How to 
combat red teachers. Eager to make 
racism appear respectable, this 
pamphlet urges schoolchildren to 
read Dr Gayre’s testimony to the 
Lewes court (still available in 
booklet form from the National 
Front): 


“This little booklet . . . should be in 
the pocket of every young patriot asa 
handy source of the facts which 
demolish sociological multi-racialist 
propaganda on race.” 


Recent outbursts from Thatcher 
and Powell have contributed to 
the process of making racism 
respectable. As Searchlight has 
pointed out in the past, Gayre is 
not an isolated figure among 
British academics. 

Gayre is the editor of an academic 
journal, Mankind Quarterly, which 
specialises in racial issues. Since 
Gayre established the journal in 
1960 he has gathered round him 
some very influential academics. 
For instance leading British psy- 
chologists, Professor Eysenck and 
Professor Lynn are editorial assis- 
tants. Some of Gayre’s academic 
helpers have had past fascist con- 
nections (Searchlight, 23). 

There are some odd _ features 
about Mankind Quarterly. Most 
academic journals are run on a 
tight budget. Many only survive 
because they are sponsored by 
learned societies or university de- 
partments. Mankind Quarterly, 


which is published in Edinburgh, 
has no such academic sponsors. 

Unlike the normal academic 
journal, Mankind Quarterly pays its 
contributors. This is quite excep- 
tional in the academic world, where 
the .dissemination of knowledge 
through journals is considered a duty 
and not a source of remuneration. 

How then does Mankind Quar- 
terly manage to pay its contributors? 
Has it got hidden sponsors? 


The South African and Rhodesian 
links 


It is known that the South African 
government in the past has spon- 
sored academic enterprises which 
may be favourable to apartheid. 
While conclusive proof may be 
lacking for Mankind Quarterly, 
there is no doubting Gayre’s 
own sympathies and contacts with

South Africa and Rhodesia. These 
are clearly displayed in Mankind 
Quarterly. 

Gayre has written a number of 
articles which are unstinting in their 
praise for apartheid, or what he 
likes to call ‘“‘the principle of 
separate development in Southern 
Africa’? (see for instance Mankind 
Quarterly, April 1966). 

His arguments are unashamedly 
racist. Gayre claims that blacks are 
unable to achieve the standards of 
Western civilization where they can 
indulge in their ‘less evolved’ 
forms of behaviour. In a chilling 
phrase, Gayre claims ‘‘administra- 
tively everything is made much 
easier by separate development”’. 

In an article in July 1972 Gayre 
describes a trip he took to the 
‘Bantu. homelands of Northern 
Transvaal’. He was accompanied by 
the Public Relations Officer for 
Bantu Administration at Pretoria, 
whom Gayre specifically thanks for 
his invaluable help. 

It appears that a jolly time 
was had by all on this trip. The 
purpose was to look at the racial

characteristics of the ‘Bantus’. In the 
cause of science the pendulousness 
of the women’s breasts and the 
heaviness of their buttocks were 
carefully examined. 

Gayre claims that the ‘Bantus’ 
are not a pure race: there is even a 
small amount of Caucasian blood 
flowing in some of their veins. 
Gayre proves this by showing a 
photo of an elderly Zulu with a 
nose “‘which is distinctly Jewish” 





(Mankind Quarterly, 
In an earlier article, Gayre recom- 


1962, p.112). 


mends_ readers. interested in the 
“genetics of nasal inheritance” to 
consult Kultur und Rasse, published 
in Berlin, 1939. One can guess its 
contents. 

Since Rhodesian UDI, Gayre’s 
attention has turned increasingly 
to Rhodesia. An article in April 
1967 proposed the establishment 
of apartheid or ‘“‘separate ethnic 
development”’ in Rhodesia. Another 
long article entitled ‘Zimbabwe’ 
disputed that pre-Christian black 
civilizations had ever existed in 
Rhodesia. 

Gayre offers helpful hints to the 
racist government of Rhodesia 
about controlling the ‘Bantus’. An 
article in 1969 about “the practical 
considerations which are funda- 
mental in Bantu affairs in Rhodesia” 
has been so popular that it has been 
published separately in Rhodesia. 
It is currently advertised in Mankind 
Quarterly. And so is the Journal of 
the University College of Rhodesia. 
Legal experts might examine 
whether such advertisements con- 
stitute sanctions-busting. 

The declaration of UDI in 
Rhodesia also seems to have coin- 
cided with a- curious improve- 
ment in the finances of Mankind 
' Quarterly. 

The journal didn’t always pay its 
contributors. In the early days 
it seems to have been pretty hard- 
up. In 1965 the journal was com- 
plaining about rising costs neces- 
sitating price increases. 
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However, just a year later, all 
that had changed. In October 
1966 Mankind Quarterly suddenly 
announced that it was paying its 
contributors. What had happened 
in the meantime, besides UDI, to 
have caused this turn-about? 


A change in the journal itself 
can be detected. In 1965 Mankind 
Quarterly seems to have altered its 
reviewing policy. Previously it had 
restricted its reviews to academic 
books. From 1965 it has included 
propaganda favourable to South 
Africa and Rhodesia. Such propa- 
ganda always receives warm reviews. 


The 1965 issue, which com- 
plained of rising prices, started this 
trend by praising a book published 
by Nasionale Boekhandel of Cape 
Town, criticising Britain’s South 
African policy. There was also a 
favourable review of The Rhodesian 
Ministry of Internal Affairs Annual: 
a surprising choice, one might think, 
for an academic journal. 

The issue announcing payment 
to contributors contains reviews of 
Rhodesia: the jewel of Africa by 
R.C. Haw (published in Salisbury, 
Rhodesia), Mr White Man, what 
now? by G.M. Mes, with foreward 
by the Hon. Mr Justice J.F. Ludorf 
(published in Johannesburg) and 
The battle for Rhodesia by D. Reed 
(who was, incidentally, an anti- 
Semitic Strasserite). 

Gayre’s reviews are predictable. 
He writes that “Mr Haw leaves 
little doubt that the Rhodesian 
cause is overwhelming” (p.124); 
and “the majority of articulate 
opinion among the Bantus is 
favourable to evolutionary develop- 
ment along the lines mapped out 
for them by the present Rhodesian 
government”’ (p.125). 


A book entitled Africa is my 
witness by V.C. Mutwa is also 
highly praised especially its final 
chapter ‘‘Hail to thee, White Man!”’. 
Mr Mutwa is described by Mankind 
Quarterly as the most intelligent 
Bantu alive. 


While the finances of Mankind 
Quarterly seem somewhat curious, 
Gayre is quite open in his views. 
All that one can say is that Mankind 
Quarterly would seem to be an 
obvious target for South African 
or Rhodesian sponsorship. Both 
racist regimes stand to benefit from 
its continued publication. 


The Nazi Link 


The history of the Nazi party in 
Germany showed the close relation- 
ship which can develop between 
fascists and sympathetic academics. 
The Nazis continually justified their — 
racist dogmas by citing theories of 
the Nordic race, current in German 
academic circles at that time. 

Mankind Quarterly illustrates that 
contemporary fascism is continuing 
this flirtation with academics. 
Gayre’s testimony at Lewes is a 
perfect . example. The National 
Front magazine Spearhead has also 
reprinted articles from Mankind 
Quarterly, which has returned the 
compliment by giving very favour- 
able reviews to publications of the 
Racial Preservation Society and 
Britons Publishing Company; these 
publishers specialise in racist and 
anti-Semitic propaganda, which 
often even the National Front 
considers too extreme to handle 
openly. 

Thus there are obvious parallels 
between the academics of Mankind 
Quarterly and the pre-war German 
racial theorists. However it is not 
just a matter of drawing parallels. 
What is interesting is that there 
are direct links between Nazi 
German ‘racial science’ and Mankind 
Quarterly. 

A recent article in the Journal 
of the History of Ideas by an 
American historian, — Professor 
Geoffrey Field, discusses the role 
of German academics in Nazism. 
Professor Field draws particular 
attention to the racial theorist 
Hans Giinther. According to Field 
“if any one book could be said to 
be the Bible of the Nordic school 
it would be Giinther’s Rassenkunde 
des deutschen Volkes. 

Gltinther provides a connection 
between past and present academic 
racism. Before the war Gayre 
visited Giinther in Berlin, the 
last time being in 1939; the two 
academics discussed the racial com- 
position of Germany. 

Gayre’s own book Teuton and 
Slav on the Polish Border was 
heavily influenced by Giinther. 
Gayre reproduces page after page 
of photographs of ‘racial types’ 
taken directly from  Giinther’s 
Rassenkunde Europas. In the text 
Gayre is continually referring to 
“Professor Hans F.K. Giinther’s 
authoritative work on German 


racial science’ (p.30). 

It can be noted in passing that 
Gayre’s Teuton and Slay is essen- 
tially a recommendation to “im- 
prove the racial homogeneity” of 
Germany, so that “the Germans 
would become considerably more 
Nordic” (p.12). 

However the link between the 
Nazi racist Gtinther and Gayre is 
not merely historical. It is continued 
in Mankind Quarterly. 

In the 1969 issue of Mankind 
Quarterly, Gayre warmly commends 
a book by Giinther on Aryan 
religions; the book, not unsur- 
prisingly, was published by Britons 
Publishing Company. Gayre writes 
of Gtinther: ‘“‘No one could be 
better fitted to discuss the ideas 
and religious concepts of the Indo- 
Europeans than the late Professor 
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NORDIC OR MAINLY NORDIC TYPES 





Giinther” (p.143). 

An earlier article in Mankind 
Quarterly specifically recommends 
the works of Giinther. Professor 
Lundman, a regular contributor on 
the Nordic race, ends his article 
with suggestions for further reading: 
“About the Jews there are older 
works by Fishberg, H.F.K. Giinther 
and Ruppin — all with interesting 
photographs” (1963, p.187). 

In recommending Giinther on 
the Jews, Lundman does not go on 
to explain that the German racial 
theorist was an uncompromising 
anti-Semite. He was a guest of 
honour at the 1941 conference for 
the Institute for the Study of the 
Jewish Question, held in Frankfurt. 
Giinther’s attitudes can be judged 
by a quotation from a book much 
cited by Gayre: 








The influence of the Jewish spirit, and 
the influence won through economic 
preponderance, brings with it the very 
greatest danger for the life of European 
peoples” (The racial elements of 
European history, p.78). 


Mankind Quarterly shows that 
the spirit of Nazi racism is not dead. 
Not only does in linger in parties 
such as the National Front, but it 
also has its academic counterparts. 

Perhaps the most worrying aspect 
of Mankind Quarterly is not so 
much Gayre himself, or his Southern 
African and Nazi links. It is that he 
has persuaded notable academics 
such as Eysenck and Lynn to 
support his journal. This is the way 
fascists hope to make racism 
respectable.

Home Secretary Merlyn Rees when answering a question in the House of 
Commons put to him by Paul Rose MP. concerning the announced inten- 
tion to visit Britain by Wilkinson, the leader of a small Klan group, stated 
quite clearly that Wilkinson and his underlings would not be allowed into 


the country. 
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Within a few days of that state- 
ment David Duke, the leader of 
another small Klan faction known 
as the United Klans of America, 
arrived in Britain on a Laker Sky 
Train. He walked through passport 
control and was allowed entry. In 
Klan terms Duke and Wilkinson 
are on a par with each other as 
nonentities and their combined 
membership is probably hardly in 
excess of 400. 

Once again we have a situation 
where Merlyn Rees has failed 
to honour an undertaking given 
on advanced information he has 
received concerning the visit of 
Klan or Nazi activists. 

In November 1977, as our 
readers will be aware, information 
was passed to Joan Lestor MP 
concerning the visit of the leading 
German Nazi Manfred Roeder. On 
that occasion he also gave an 
undertaking to issue instructions to 
the immigration authorities to 
refuse him entry, but Roeder 
arrived unimpeded, paying visits to 
Leeds, Stoke and London. He spoke 
at two meetings, one in Kensington 
Library was on Rememberance Day. 

Earlier in 1977 the National 
Front sponsored a visit by Dr 
Fields (Searchlight 29) who was 
actually detained by immigration 
for six hours awaiting Home Office 
instructions, but was then cleared 
to enter this cguntry and engage in 
racist activity; and to prove the 
point made a film which is being 
shown in the USA. 

David Duke is not only an ardent 
Klan member but also an ardent 
Nazi. A letter from the USA in 
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the latest edition of League Review, 
journal of the League of St. George, 
makes this clear by referring to his 
dedication to National Socialism. 

One of the interesting features of 
the visit has been the way in which 
he has become something of a hot 
potato for some of his friends, 
who obviously don’t like the spot- 
light turned in their direction. The 
Front, for instance, refused to talk 
to him when he phoned, though 
they certainly have Klan contacts 
through Christian Vanguard and 
Thunderbolt. 

Despite denials from the Han- 
cock’s family our information is 
that he stayed in Brighton over- 
night, if not at the Heidelberg 
then possibly at the bungalow or 
one of their other establishments. 
He then linked up with the League 
of St. George with whom he had 
regular contacts. 

Keith Thompson in particular 
has long standing ties with the 
Southern States. A former leading 
light in Mosely’s Union Movement, 
he caused a great deal of embarrass- 
ment when he started advertising in 
American Nazi journals. 

Thompson had arranged to take 
Duke to the League’s meeting 
at Kensington Library on Friday 
March 3, where they were holding 
a film evening, the main attracting 
being The Swastika. 

Duke walked into the meeting 
un-noticed wearing a woolly hat 
and muffler. During the interval 
Thompson got up and announced 
a special guest who needed no 
introduction. Duke then made a 
short speech in which he mentioned 
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his friends in the National Front 
whom he didn’t want to embarrass 
because of the publicity. There 
were interestingly enough a number 
of members of the National Front 
in the audience, including members 
of the Young National Front and 
Spearhead was on sale. 

Warming up to the occasion he 
went on to say: “J am here to put 
the Klan’s image right. People over 
here think we go out lynching 
niggers at night. We don’t — we save 
that for weekends . . . but while 
we have to deal with the Blacks we 
know who our real enemy is — its 
the Jews’”’. 

This visit has raised an important 
issue for MPs to take up. Is the 
Home Secretary keeping his word? 
Or is it a question of his instructions 
being blocked somewhere along the 
line? He can’t have it both ways. 

How serious is the Government 
in combating the spreading of racial 
hatred and racial violence when it 
allows the Roeder’s, Fields’s and 
Duke’s of this world to import and 
peddle their racist obscenities? 

Duke has made continuous claims 
about his numerous Klan supporters 
but to date all evidence points to the 
fact that there are no effective 
Klaverns in Britain, and the KKK is 
used as a “flag of convenience” 
by activists in the various neo- 
Nazi organisations. A number of 
individuals get their Klan material 
from the United States or more 
easily from British Patriot Publi- 
cations. 

The main Klan organisations in 
the USA support both British 
Movement and the National Front, 
whom they regularly praise in their 
journals, and see no need to try to 
start Klaverns in Britain. Particularly 
since there is no real basis for them 
within the British political tradition. 

Nevertheless it is a possible 
danger that the visit of Duke and 
its resultant publicity can stimulate 
new attempts to form Klaverns. 
If such a _ situation does arise 
Home Secretary Rees must accept 
much of the responsibility. 


OPEARHEAD DROPS Wo FRONT 


It seems to be happening with 
increasing frequency these days. 
Once again John Tyndall’s magazine 
Spearhead has let its Nazi slip show. 
And not a pretty sight is revealed. 


In the November issue of Spear- 
head there is a small ad for ‘“‘old 
books, pamphlets, papers etc’’, on 
offer from a certain B.M. Thule. 
Tyndall’s old Nazi cronies would 
know, of course, what was being 
offered, wink-wink. 


Sure enough anyone answering 
the ad would be unlikely to be 
disappointed. The list put out by 
B.M. Thule contains old favourites 
such as Mussolini’s autobiography, 
German Nazi publications, including 
issues of Signal, described in Thule’s 
catalogue as “‘the famous German 
wartime propaganda magazine”’. 


Also obtainable from Mr Thule 
are the works of Arnold Leese, the 
grand old man of British Nazism. 
Mr Thule offers Leese’s thoughts 
on Jewish ritual murder and also 
editions of Leese’s pre-war paper 
The Fascist: this was the magazine 
in which Leese publicly advocated 
gassing Jews. 


For those who are interested, Mr 
Thule also has on his list the first 
issues of Spearhead, when Tyndall 
and his rag supported the Greater 
British Movement and were openly 
Hitlerian. 


In case Spearhead readers have 
any trouble in contacting Mr Thule, 
the National Front office was 
kindly telling callers that it would 
pass on any requests, since Mr 
Thule was a regular visitor to 
National Front head office. 


B.M. Thule is a curious name, 
especially since the man behind the 
advertisement is National Front 
member Paul Jarvis. There again, 
BM stands for British Movement, 
the - openly nazi group, whose 
links with the Front should be 
well-known to regular Searchlight 
readers. Thule was the name of the 
mystical and vélkish group which 
became in the 1920s the NSDAP: 
The German Nazi Party. 
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NF DIRTY TRICKS 


In Searchlight No.25 we reproduced a typical example of the National 
Front ‘dirty tricks’ department in action. Time Out magazine had previously 
published examples of the use of faked documents on May 7 1976, and in 
September of the same year they returned to the subject when the slanging 
match between the Front and the breakaway National Party reached a 


peak. 


Both sides were busy faking each 
others documents in order to spill 
the dirt and they also made good 
use of local newspaper letter 
columns. The letters always pur- 
ported to come from someone with 
a Jewish sounding name. The first 
break came when a Mr Gold wrote 
a letter to the Hackney Gazette 
using the Searchlight address and 
was proved to be a fake. Interes- 
tingly enough the letter was re- 
produced in the NF Journal Spear- 
head in approving terms, but when 
the time factor was worked out it 
became obvious that the article 
had been written before the phoney 
letter had appeared in the Hackney 
Gazette. 

The use of these tactics was not 
however confined to their own 
personal feud as the illustrations to 
this article indicate. They were used 
against both the Labour Party and 
the Conservative Party in addition 
to the Community Relations Coun- 
cil and the Jewish community. 

Theo Wallace, prospective par- 
liamentary candidate for the South 
Battersea Conservative Association, 
referred one such forgery to the 
police twelve months ago. 

How extensive are these tactics? 
Are they a deliberate strategy 
dictated by the Front leadership? 

The volume of evidence indicates 
a definite growth in the use of 
phony documents and letters, par- 
ticularly to the local press, where it 
is often difficult for the editor to 
have suspicions that he is being 
used as a vehicle for propaganda 
by neo-Nazi elements. 

Such letters have appeared in the 
following newspapers — the Hackney 
Gazette, Wembley and Brent Times, 

‘ Willesden and Brent Chronicle, 
Evening Argus, Barnet. Press, 
Leatherhead Advertiser, Tottenham 
Weekly Herald, Redbridge Guardian, 
Middlesex Chronicle and Hornsey 
Journal — evidence is now being 
collected of similar doubtful corres- 
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pondence from newspapers in other 
parts of the country. 

The directives for this type 
of activity were spelt out in an 
pie and frank article a 





Martin Webster in Spearhead, Sep- 
tember 1976. Ostensibly it was an 
attack on the Scottish Nationalist 
Party, but it also reveals the extent 
to which the Front membership are 
being urged to go in order to dis- 
credit opponents.

correspondence columns of Scottish 
publications of all types with letters 
which, either by means of direct 
questioning, or by more ironic means, 
pick away at exactly where the SNP 
stands on these matters. 

Such letters need not directly 
advertise the fact tht the writer is an 
NF member — indeed; depending on 
the ‘game’ being played in any par- 
ticular letter, the very opposite im- 
pression might usefully be_ given. 
NF members who have gained pub- 
licity as NF activists should adopt a 
non de plume. 

On the economy front, correspon- 
dence column agents, provocateurs 
could, perhaps, pose as ‘‘ifelong 
Soclialists’’ who feel themselves attrac- 
ted by the nationalist appeal of the 
SNP but are afraid that the SNP would 
simply replace English capitalist domi- 
nation of Scotland by Scottish capita- 
list domination — while the multi- 
national exploiters would carry on as 
before. Should there not be total 
nationalisation of everything? Should 
not all the land-owners be dispossessed? 
Should not the foreign investors be 
dispossessed of their holdings in 
Scottish enterprises? 

Letters to the same publications 
from “lifelong Conservatives’ or “‘life- 
long Liberals’ who are tempted to 
vote SNP, could be produced with 
equal ease. They would be keen to 
receive re-assurances that the SNP 
is not simply a tartan disguise for a 
Communist or extreme Socialist revo- 
lution. Would the sanctity of private 
property be respected? Will foreign 
investors be hounded? Will mad, cap 
revolutionaries on the Left be kept 
under control? Is it true that some 
prominent SNP leaders harbour Marxist 
economic views? 

The assurances which the SNP will 
seek to give in reply to the questions 
of the “‘lifelong Socialist’ will contra- 
dict or compromise the assurances 
which the SNP will also seek to give 
to the “lifelong Conservative’’. These 
contradictions can in their turn be 
exploited by further letters to the 
press . . . this time from ‘“‘lifelong, 
but now disillusioned Scottish nationa- 
lists’, or “‘independents’’. 

Our phantom letter-writers must 
work overtime to put to the test that 
“nice and respectable” multi-racialism! 
On this theme, letters should come 
from individuals who do not betray 
any party political learnings. 


These tactics are being used on 
an increasing scale and it-would pay 
readers to study the letter columns 
of their local papers more carefully. 
The crude cynicism and political 
opportunism of Webster’s article 
would be hard to beat but it is 
certainly in keeping with the Front’s 
Nazi ideology.

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The overtly-Nazi, Leeds-based group 
of thugs that call themselves the 
British National Party have wound 
themselves up. In “The Final 
Bulletin” of the Party’s central 
executive, the seven members an- 
nounce that “The Central Executive 
has dissolved the BNP”’. 

The bulletin also reveals that 
“due to intense pressure by various 
‘Security Forces’,” the noted lunatic 
BNP leader Eddie Morrison ‘has 
been forced to resign’’. 

Further down the bulletin, how- 
ever, is a much more interesting 
paragraph: 

‘We recommend all members to 
join the National Front, we feel 
this is where our future lies. The 
great work we have done will not 
be wasted. We join a larger, more 
efficient organisation, within which 
we can carry on the fight. No one 
will be forced to change or alter 
their ideas as the NF has emerged 
as a truly radical and viable political 
movement.” (Emphasis added). 

So, what are these “ideals” of 
the BNP which will not need 
altering inside the NF? Well, the 
aims of the BNP were summed up 
in the January 1977 issue of their 
paper British News as “‘The struggle 
for National Socialist superiority”’. 

Their nature is further revealed 
by the fact that in 1976 the BNP 
set up a vigilante group to attack 
blacks (‘no comment”’ said Eddie 
Morrison when asked if they were 
armed), and that the group is a 
regular attender at the annual Nazi 
jamboree at Diksmuide in Belgium 
(See Searchlight 27). Their paper 
advertises the newspaper of the 
Irish Nazi Party, and its June 1976 
edition openly boasted that the 
BNP were “oiling the Fascist 
machine’’. The ‘“‘education officer” 
of the BNP, Strangeways prison 
officer Brian Baldwin, was one of 
the leaders of a Nazi ‘Muster 
Camp” held in 1975. Other atten- 
ders included Donald Mudie of the 
Nazi Party (UK) and Les Vaughan 
of the underground Nazi nexus 
Column 88. 

This then is the group that is 
now joining the National Front, 
who still have the gall to pretend 
that they have no connection with 
Nazism. 


But there is another even more 
surprising fact about the BNP, and 
that is their choice of guest speaker» 
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at their November 1977 ‘Annual 
Congress’. The latest (December) 
issue of the League of St George’s 
paper League Review reveals that 
the BNP’s star attraction was none 
other than J. Kingsley Read, former 
leader of the National Party. Read, 
we are told, “spoke on the problem 
of ‘narrow nationalism’ and said 
that he had ‘“‘much in common” 
with the BNP”. He “‘concluded by 
saying that, even if nationalists 
disagreed among themselves as to 
tactics, if we agreed that we were 
all nationalists, then we should 
work together’. Read finished his 
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speech, apparently “to loud and 
prolonged applause’’. 

Do you remember when the 
National Party was formed, and we 
were told (and not just by the NP 
themselves) that this was a non- 
Nazi Party with no Fascist con- 
nections? Even more when Read, 
according to the League Review, 
attacked the Jews for their attitude 
to ‘“‘goy peoples’ in classic Nazi 
fashion? 

The National Front, the National 
Party, the British National Party: 
they are all the same. They are 
all Nazis.

WHAT THEIR PAPERS SAY 


The National Front’s campaign 
against women, revealed in last 
month’s Searchlight, continues 
apace. The January edition of 
Spearhead runs two articles, (one 
pseudo-academic and abstract, the 
other rather more brazen), attacking 
the ideas of the women’s movement 
and advocating the kind of wife- 
and-motherly role that was expected 
of women under Nazi Germany. 

The pseudo-academic article is in 
fact a reprint from a French Journal 
(the NF themselves are not up to 
even pseudo-academicism). Padded 
out with suitably impressive quo- 
tations from distinguished-sounding 
gentlemen, the article by Alan 
Benoist does little more than 
promulgate the classic reactionary 
view that women’s biology is their 
destiny; that they are inevitably 
“passive” and even ‘‘disposable’’. 
There is no need to quote the piece 
at length, the following will give 
sufficient indication of its tone and 
content: 


“In woman all the physical and 
psychic traits which relate to conser- 
vation and survival are naturally 
heightened. Having as her principal 
biological role the gift of life and the 
tendency to preserve it, woman 
inclines to tradition (defined as a 
repetition of what has already been 
proven) . . . On the contrary, man 
tends towards innovation — even when 
it includes risks.”’ 


And, further: 


“Man the idealist, puts woman in a 
state of material dependence. But 
woman, the materialist, returns the 
favour by placing man in a state of 
spiritual dependence.” 


And the whole thing is rounded 
off in a quote from Carl Jung to the 
effect that “it is a woman’s out- 
standing characteristic that she can 
do everything for the love of man”’. 

All this high-flown theoretical 
stuff, however, is overshadowed by 
a different, and much more prosaic, 
article on the back page by Alan 
Webb, which argues against women 
working for a living (and thus 
implies that they should remain 


completely dependent on the 
“superior” male). 
“The huge rise in juvenile 


delinquency”’, Webb argues, “‘is toa 


large degree the inevitable result 
of a growing number of mothers 
going out to work. This policy is 
deliberately encouraged by the 
political establishment”. 

This, we are told, is due to the 
need to raise taxes from working 
women, and “hence the anti-social 
policy of encouraging more married 
women toseek employment through 
the device of the Sex Discrimination 
Act’. Webb’s dislike of paying 
women the same as men (which in 
fact is ensured by the Equal Pay 
Act, but let that pass) is explained 
by his later statement that women 
in general possess “‘no great skill’’. 

But the real reason for his 
concern is that the fact of women 
working ‘‘strikes at the very foun- 
dation of our civilised society — 
the family”. And Webb’s view of 
the nature of women within the 
family is made clear when he talks 
of women ‘“‘performing domestic 
chores”, preparing meals, and 
dealing with ‘‘the problems of her 
children’’. No ‘suggestion here that 
these tasks should be shared between 
both marriage partners! 

All of which merely confirms the 
NF’s present strategy of trying to 
attract right-wing Conservatives into 
their camp; by the use of NAFF- 
like economic rhetoric (anti-union, 
anti-Welfare State) on the one hand, 
and by claiming to ‘‘defend’’ the 
family (by which the NF really 
mean male patriarchs) on the other. 


* * * 


The latter propaganda strategy is, 
of course, designed for external 
consumption. Internally, the Front 
is moving,ever closer to a straight 
Nazi line, to convert and confirm 
the faithful. The last two Spearheads 
demonstrate this in a number of 
ways. 

First of all, the Front’s increasing 
authoritarianism is reflected in 
a little passage in the January 
editorial. Praising the fact that 
“President Pinochet has announced 
that in Chile elections have now 
passed into history’, Spearhead 
goes on to claim that this is ‘‘a fact 
which has not been mourned by 


Chileans’’, and furthermore “‘serves 
to emphasis that democracy ... is 
not the only form of government 
which, as the saying goes, rules 
OK’’. 

On the opposite page, Spearhead 
sheds a paragraphical tear or two 
for a man who was a leading 
member of a regime in which 
democracy ruled neither OK nor 
at all. But this attack on the con- 
tinued imprisonment of Hitler’s 
deputy Rudolf Hess is but an hors 
d’oevres for a full-lenght diatribe 
in the February issue, written by 
none other than Martin Webster. 
The clear purpose of the article 
is not just to aid the campaign 
to release Hess on humanitarian 
grounds; it is part of the Front’s 
general drive to rewrite the history 
of the Second World War, and, 
particularly, to argue that Britain 
should have fought alongside Nazi 
Germany against Russia. 

Thus Webster claims that one of 
the reasons for what he calls Soviet 
‘intransigence’ is because ‘“‘the 
alleged objective of NHess’s_ war- 
time flight to Britain was to per- 
suade the British Government to 
make peace with Nazi Germany in 
order that Germany could be given 
a free hand to make war on its 
ultimate foe — Communism’’. 

And in conclusion, Webster makes 
it clear which side he is on: for the 
Nazis, and against ‘“communism”’ 
on the one hand and, obscenely, 
the Jews on the other: 

“Tet us remember that the same 

forces which sought to hang Hess, 

which secured his imprisonment, and 
which now rejoice in his perpetual 
torture — the forces of Communism 
and Zionism — are the same forces 
which have brought about the Race 

Relations Laws whose sole purpose is 

to put into jails those who dare to 

speak out against their wickedness. 

But if we are brave and steadfast, our 

victory is as sure as the personal 


triumph over adversity of the lonely 
old man in Spandau jail.” 


Let us remember why Hess is in 
Spandau: because he was the 
second most important man in a 
regime which harrassed, persecuted 
and then tried to wipe out six 
million Jews, and millions of 
others as well. 
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Spearhead’s support for the Nazis 
may be on the increase; but it is 
nothing to the stuff coming out of 
Candour (which was founded by 
A.K. Chesterton, the NF’s first 
Chairman, supports the Front, and 
is contributed to by its members). 

The January Candour, for ex- 
ample, runs an article by Kevan 
Bleach (also a Spearhead regular), 
which attacks the idea that Hitler 
was financed by ‘‘international 
bankers’. This, of course, is very 
important to Candour, because 
it believes that ‘‘international ban- 
kers” are at the root of all our 
evils, and indeed Candour’s mast- 
head proclaims its principal aim 
is “to defend National Sovereignty 
against the menace of International 
Finance’. To say that Hitler was 
backed by the bankers, therefore, 
is, as Bleach grandiosely puts it, 
“to question the authenticity of 
Germany’s counter-revolution of 
the 1930s’. And that, of course, 
would never do. 

So Bleach argues that Hitler was 
not “the tool of big capitalists’’. 
Furthermore, the Nazi regime was 
“not much less than an outright 
rebellion against the international 
financial system directed from 
Wall St”. 

Furthermore, the war, far from 
being about the Nazi’s authoritarian 
cruelties and military imperialism, 
was no more than “a fight to the 
finish between two financial systems 
which were the antithesis of each 
other’. 

Well, we know what Candour 
thinks about those ‘‘two financial 
systems”. We know which side 
they'd have been on. 

And to confirm that point, turn 
to page 11 of the same Candour 
and find the preposterous suggestion 
that even Chinese Communism 
“was Jewish when it started’. This 
idea is part of a quotation from 
Arnold Leese, the pre-war leader 
of the British Imperial League of 
Fascists, the first man publicly to 
suggest gas chambers as a “‘solution”’ 
to the “Jewish problem”’. 


* * * 


Back at February’s Spearhead, we 
find an amazing article by NF 
Chairman John Tyndall in which 
this (as we noted above) somewhat 
ambivalent democrat is calling for a 
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military dictatorship to be imposed 
in, of all places, Rhodesia. Listen 
to this: 


“There then seems to be one remaining 
resort open to the enlightened minority 
(sic) in Rhodesia, and that is to appeal 
to that institution within the country 
which, above all others, embodies 
the virile race-instinct and patriotic 
spirit of the Rhodesian people: the 
Armed Forces. 

“That the Rhodesian Armed Forces 
could be persuaded to stage a military 
coup and take over themselves the 
functions of running the country 
politically might seem rather a far 
fetched proposition. However, for the 
situation to be saved it is not necessary 
for them to go that far; it is necessary 
only for them to deliver an ultimatum 
to Smith that they will not under any 
circumstances permit him to hand the 
country over to the Blacks . . . that the 
moment he makes another move in 
the direction of ‘Majority Rule’ they 
will step in and establish an interim 
military government for as long as it 
is necessary.”’ 


John Tyndall would prefer mili- 
tary dictatorship to majority rule in 
Rhodesia. We suspect he would not 
be too averse to trying the same 
idea here. 


* * * 


The strategy of the NF to attract 
members on the populist issues 
of immigration, union-bashing and 
anti-feminism, and then to indoc- 
trinate them into full-blown Nazism, 
is confirmed in the February issue 
of the League Review, paper of the 
League of St. George, which, 
although theoretically proscribed 
by the NF, has myriad connections 
with the Front that have been 
exhaustingly reported in Searchlight. 
The review states: 


“The National Front, with its new 
youth movement, continues to gain 
substantial publicity from the media. 
Whether or not this will bear fruit in 
the county council elections remains 
to be seen. The important thing for 
us all is to absorb the huge intake of 
new blood and take them beyond 
the initial attractions of nationalism 
and into the ideology that lies beneath 
it 
The nature of that ideology is 
made clear throughout the Review. 
On page eight is an article on “The 
Aryan Soul’? which claims, with 
Hitler, that ‘‘a nation is also a 
Volk’. On page 22 a letter claims 
that the Ku Klux Klan ‘“‘will be 
THE organisation to redeem the 


White race in America’’, precisely 
because, ‘by being a symbol of the 
visible enemy of White America 
(the black and the other non- 
Whites), the Klan is able to focus 
more attention on the invisible 
enemy, the Jew”. And on the back 
are the usual advertisements for 
books like The Soviet Jewish 
Destroyers of Christendom and 
goodies like a reprint of Hitler’s 
Last Will and Testament. 

In addition, however, there are 
advertisements for the Front-sup- 
porting Candour, and even the 
Front itself (this for cassette-taped 
speeches by Tyndall, Webster et al). 

But perhaps more interestingly, 
is the end of a letter from one 
Malcolm M. Dixon, in which he 
says the following: 


“Tam not a regular reader of League 
Review. I was a Beacon subscriber and 
have just received League Review 
inlieu.” | 


Which is all most fascinating. 
Because Beacon was the periodical 
of the National Party which, as 
readers will recall, was set up 
because the NF was too “Nazi’’. 
Clearly, something has changed, 
when the League Review, which is 
a great deal more openly Nazi than 
even the Front, is seen by the 
mailing departments of the NP as 
being an acceptable substitute for 
its own (defunct) publications. 


* * * 


But even more fascinating than that 
is the following paragraph, praising 
the League of St. George from an 
even more surprising source: 


“We quote from the current issue of 
the League Review. Their Editorial: .. . 
‘Most elections are still fought as 
glorified leaflet ‘bashing’ campaigns. 
This was excusable years ago when 
personnel were in short supply. Now, 
however, we would like to see a more 
professional approach. Canvassing 
tellers, polling, district vote recording 
and knocking up . . .’ Good advice for 
our members. We have got to do it — 
for victory at the polls.” 


This publication then goes on to 
give the League’s address, so its 
readers can subscribe. The publi- 
cation in question is The Britannia 
‘News’, organ of the Britannia 
Party, which left the National 
Party because its founding mothers 
thought that they were too extreme 


and Nazi-tainted. In other words, 
the Britannia Party is supposed to 
be even further away from the open 
Nazis of the League than the 
National Party and the National 
Front. So why is it giving them 
free ads? 

Well, perhaps it is not-so odd. 
Because in the next issue of this in- 
coherent sheet are promised articles 
on “Where Hitler lived in Liver- 
pool’, ‘‘Fallacies in Politics — 
Democracy”’ and “The League of 
St. George and British Patriots”’. 


* * * 


Finally, back to Spearhead once 
more, this time to page 18 of 
the February issue, and a com- 
plete reprint of the notorious 
Martin Webster interview with 
Ludovic Kennedy. Even quite 
juvenile readers will recall that we 
ourselves ran such a transcript, 
though it was our intention to 
prove that the BBC had deliberately 
allowed Webster to use the pro- 
gramme to lie to the British people. 
The very fact that Spearhead sees 
fit to publish the interview shows 
that they share our view, that the 
programme was no more than a 
free (and undue) party political 
for the Front. In fact, in the 
introduction, Spearhead implies that 
this was how the BBC saw it as well: 


In December 1977, the Labour Party 
devoted the whole of its party political 
broadcast to an hysterical attack on 


the Wational Front. The dishonest 
and defamatory propaganda tricks 
employed in the Labour broadcast 
caused such national uproar that on 
19th December the BBC TV Tonight 
programme broadcast an interview 
with Martin Webster.” 


Perhaps the BBC would like to 
comment. 


* * * 


An obituary notice in the February 
edition of the League Review 
(journal of the openly—Nazi League 
of St. George) reveals that at least 
one serving Rhodesian soldier is — 
or in this case was — a committed 
Nazi. 

Beneath a Nordic rune, the 
League Review tells us of one 
Sgt. Richard Biederman, of the 
Rhodesian SAS, an American volun- 
teer in Smith’s army, who died in 
an accident after returning from 
a Rhodesian terrorist raid into 
Mozambique. Sgt. Biederman was, 
the article states, ‘“‘the finest 
example of everything a good anti- 
communist should be’’. Last year, 
we are informed, ‘“‘he visited 
Britain, meeting members of various 
nationalist parties in both Bucking- 
hamshire and East London’’. 

However, Sgt. Biederman was 
rather more than a mere “anti- 
communist’’. As the League Review 
puts it: “He was well known in 
Canada, USA, Britain and Rhodesia 
for his National Socialist beliefs 
and had served as an officer of 


the NSWPP” (the NSWPP is the 
American Nazi Party). 
How many more “well-known” 


Nazis are there in the Rhodesian 
Army? 
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We offer our sincere condolences to his family. 
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As a symposium on _ racialism 
was taking place at Aston Univer- 
sity, Birmingham. racialists were 
busy daubing slogans in corridors 
and rooms in the Student Union 
building. 

A reporter from the student 
Sun newspaper. disturbed one of 
the racists after finding foot high 
slogans proclaiming, ““NF Niggers 
Out”. The person responsible was 
eventually caught in the bar and 


ne 
Caught in the Act 


after a slight scuffle, was arrested 
on suspicion of causing criminal 
damage, by an off-duty police 
officer (former member of the 
Guild executive), who was present 
at the symposium. 

According to the police the 
arrested man turned out to be a 
21 year old student, but they had 
not yet decided about preferring 
charges against him. Apparently a 
police spokesman informed the Sun 


that it could be months before a 
decision is reached. 

A much different attitude it 
seems than towards anti-fascists 
erasing racist slogans, four of whom 
have just been before a Leamington 
court and fined £25 each. 








Front Run out of Steam

took offence at this title were the 
members of the real Manchester 
Steamship Owners Association, who 
were quick to disown any possible 
connections with the real National 
Front. 


Quakers Give ‘‘Patrials” Marching 
Orders 


In the eyes of the British Patrials 
Association it is. against the Race 
Relations Act to discriminate 
against an organisation that puts 
white British interests before other 
people’s. 

The BPA booked the Friends 
Meeting House in York in January 
but since then the Friends have 
refused to let them use it. 

Mr Johnson, clerk of the York 
Preparative Meeting of the Society 
of Friends, wrote to the BPA after 
they had threatened to complain to 
the Commission for Racial Equality. 
He explained that Quaker views 
could not be reconciled with idea 
of one ethnic group putting itself 
first, and said he didn’t see why 
they should be obliged to let them 
meet in their House. The Friends 
were also surprised at the assertion 
by the BPA that they had let the 
Meeting House to organisations 
with similar aims. They could be 
referring to the Holiday Fellowship 
Club, alias the National Front, but 
if they had better memories they 
would recall that they too had been 
discriminated against in the same 
way. As soon as the Friends had 
realised who they were housing 
then, they cancelled all further 
_ bookings in disgust and said publicly 
that they would never have accepted 
them if they had known who they 
were dealing with. (Searchlight 
No.33). 
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Fan Attacks Racist Chants at Match 
A football supporter was horrified 
to hear fans on his own side yelling 
racist slogans at two black players 
in the opposing team. Cries such as 
‘Nigger’ and ‘Come on the Whites’ 
were examples of the abuse being 
hurled at the players in a match 
between Chester FC and Bradford 
City recently. Meanwhile more 
football heroes have joined with 
Brian Clough in adding their names 
to the Anti-Nazi League. Dave 
Watson, Manchester City player, 
said, “I fully support their ideals 
and aims. Nazism must not be 
allowed to grow in Britain — or 
anywhere. I don’t want to get 
involved in politicis but you have 
to stand up for your views. I would 
certainly warn any of our young 
fans to keep away from such 
horrible things as Nazism’’. 

Other North-West celebrities have 
been joining the local Anti-Nazi 
League branch, including ex-Man- 
chester United star Paddy Crerand, 
TV people Bob Greaves and Trevor 
Hyett, and playwright Jim Allen, 
theatre director David Scase and 
local Labour MPs.

Tory HQ in Kingston Attacked 


The Conservative Party headquarters 
in Kingston was attacked for the 
second time in two years recently. 
This time a large window was 
smashed and NF stickers were 
found on the building. There was 
little doubt about the connection 
in the opinion of Mr Peter Brown, 
Kingston and Malden Conservative 
agent, who said “It may be pure 
coincidence that the two events 
happened within the space of 
two hours, but I personally very 
much doubt it”. _ 

A Front member from _ the 
Teddington office said that it was 
an “obvious hoaz, even _more 
obvious that the same thing on a 
left-wing building. To attack the 
Conservative Party just does not 
make sense’’. 

Over a year ago a Labour Party 


official cut his hand on a razor 
blade when he was trying to remove 
an NF poster from the Labour 
party headquarters.

Front Member “‘Misled”’ 

A National Front member com- 
plained that he had been ‘misled’ 
when he was sent out to put up 
posters, not knowing that it was 
illegal. Peter Bradburn was fined 
£100 after he was caught displaying 
the NF posters with the regional 
organiser Bruce Anderson-Lynes, 
who was also fined at a separate 
hearing. 

Bradburn told the court that he 
had joined the NF when he was 
unemployed thinking “‘it was a legal 
organisation which was trying to do 
some good for Britain’’.

The NF organiser in Kent Mr David 
Smith is to be sued by the Com- 
mission for Racial Equality after he 
refused to allow a black man into 
an NF meeting last year. Smith 
has refused to answer any corres- 
pondence from the CRE or to sign 
any statements but he has said he 
will fight the case. The standing 
committee of the East Charing 
Deanery Synod held a special 
meeting recently to discuss what 
to do with their secretary, who isalso 
Ashford’s ptospectice parliamentary 
candidate for the National Front.

Lancs. Trades Councils asked to 
Expel Racists 
Lancashire Association of Trades _ 
Councils has been asked to expel 
members of racist and _ fascist 
organisations from all sections of 
the Labour movement. 

“This is the first step in the 


‘ battle against the growing problem 


of racism and fascism’’, said Mr Bob 
Howard, Association secretary. 

“If the Association backs this 
resolution then great pressure will 
put on trade unions to prevent 
facsists and racists from gaining 
official positions within the move- 
Ment. .5— 

This resolution was part of a five 
point attack on fascism and racism 
by the Association. They also called 


for more recruitment of black and 
Asian workers into trade unions 
and urged the mobilisation of the 
Labour movement in opposition to 
all members, rallies and meetings of 
a racist and fascist nature.

Trades Council Holds Day of ~ 
Action Against Front 


Trade Unionists in Leicester called 
for a day of action against the NF 
at a recent meeting of the Leicester 
and District Trades Council. The 
organising of a mass demonstration 
and _ leafletting campaign was 
decided on and the Trades council 
also voted to become affiliated to 
the Anti-Nazi League. As a positive 
move to unite black and white 
workers in Leicester, delegates 
voted for a joint meeting between 
the Indian Workers’ Association 
and the Anti-Racist committee, to 
be called The Fight Against Racism 
and Fascism in Leicester. President 
of the Council Mr Goodman said 
that support for the trade council’s 
action would be sought both inside 
and outside the trade union move- 
ment in Leicestershire.

Ilkley Quakers Denounce Front 


Quakers in Ilkley have been busy 
confronting people with the dangers 
of the National Front. They have 
said publicly that where fascism is 
concerned no-one can afford to be 
moderate, pointing to examples of 
Italy and Germany in the 1930s 
where too many people were ‘over- 
indulgent’ for too long. 

The Quakers collected 738 sig- 
natures for a full-page advert in the 
Ilkley Gazette, which committed 
them to taking a positive stand 
against racialism. Those who signed 
were described as being mainly 
‘from the middle of the political 
and social spectrum’.

Southend Bans Front 


Southend Borough Council have 
officially banned the NF from 
hiring many public halls in the 
town, and they have called on 
Essex County Council to follow a 
similar policy. 
Kirklees Council 


decided to 


allow NEF meetings in  council- 
owned premises despite strong 
opposition from the local branch 
of the Anti-Nazi League. Scottish 
Council for Civil Liberties executive 
backed the right of the NF to hold 


meetings ‘where and when they 
please’ at the annual council 
conference in Edinburgh. Mr 


Thompson, council secretary said, 
“We feel that barring the Front 
from holding meetings is simply 
a quasi-statutory way of trying to 
enforce the law. There is sufficient 
remedy in the law for those who 
incite racial hatred, although we 
do not feel the authorities are 
being vigorous enough in bringing 
prosecutions”’. 

The council’s policy provoked 
very strong opposition from unions 
and other organisations affiliated to 
the SCCL.

York Council Dithers 


In York a former decision by the 
Estates and Markets sub-committee 
to ban the NF from using the 
Guildhall for any meeting was 
reversed by members of the Policy 
and Resources Committee. Coun. 
Philip Booth felt that they had 
been ‘conned’ by being asked for a 
statement of policy rather than for 
the use of the building on one 
specific date, and proposed that 
they should do nothing until they 
received a formal application from 
the Front. In spite of a letter from 
members of NUPE saying they 
feared for their safety if the building 
was let to the Front, and a letter 
from the York Trades Council 
stating its opposition to the Front, 
the Council voted in favour of 
postponing the decision. 

A statement from the York and 
District Anti-Fascist Alliance said, 
“By refusing to take a _ policy 
decision and offering to consider 
every application from the National 
Front, the council will only give 
endless publicity to this organi- 
sation. The committee has made 
racism respectable in York”’.

Ipswich School Kids chase off YNF 
Pupils at Chantrey school in Ipswich 
showed the YNF what they thought 
of them when they discovered them 
waiting at the school gates. 


Instead of making the new 
recruits they had hoped for, the two 
NF supporters were spat on and 
had the leaflets torn from their 
hands by the angry pupils. 

Later when they were discussing 
the incident with their teachers, 
one of the students said, “‘It is clear 
we want no Nazis at Chantrey nor 
in Ipswich’.

Anti-Fascists Active in Chorley 
and Leyland 


The Labour Party in the Northwest 
has been active in organising 
opposition to the NF. In Chorley 
and Leyland the local branch have 
set up an anti-fascist committee 
open to all interested organisations 
and individuals, including local 
trades councils and Young Socialists. 

Their aim is to ‘put forward 
solutions to the kind of social 
conditions which groups like the 
National Front exploit for their 
own purposes’ as well as to expose 
the Nazi ideology of the Front. 

They also said in a statement 
that ‘‘We are confident that together 
the Labour and trades union move- 
ment will be able to defeat the 
threat of fascism before it becomes 
a major force in the country”’.

John Pettit, secretary of Bletchley 
Trades Council which is also 
involved, said “After reading about 
the emergence of the NF in this 
area over the past year, we felt it 
was time a group such as this was 
set up”’. 





Fascist Youth Camp 
in South Tyrol 


The Front’s decision to form a 
youth section merely brings them 
in line with other fascist or neo-

No doubt the NF Jugend will 
be participation in the International 
Fascist Youth Camp to be held in 
the South Tyrol from July 7 to 
July 23.

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Will the Tories Fight the Election with a 
Black and White Policy 


‘BY A PROMINENT CONSERVATIVE’ 


To some readers of Searchlight it 
may seem a contradiction to claim 


to be both Conservative and anti- 


racist. Despite that, a large number 
of Conservatives do make the 
claim and from my — admittedly 
biased — position it appears that 
a smaller number are honest in so 
doing. This fact has explained a 
number of the strange incidents 
in the Conservative Party  sur- 
rounding that speech from that 
woman. 

First, in the parliamentary party 
there has not been the unrestrained 
enthusiasm normally accorded to 
those party leaders that make 
policy statements leading to dra- 
matic changes in the opinion polls. 
Of course the usual band of syco- 
phants and the more right wing 
MPs rushed to applaud, but there 
was also a lot of grumbling in the 
corridors from the other wing of 
the parliamentary party. This did 
not manifest itself only in the 
corridors and bars, but also in some 
of the public remarks. Interestingly 
these public comments were not 
limited simply to the ‘rebels’ like 
Peter Walker and Ted Heath; it 
seems that other Tory MPs have 
found their tongues and decided to 
stand up and be counted. More 
significant than the public reactions 


has been the private change of 
tactics. For example, it is unlikely 
that the back bench committee 
dealing with Home Affairs will 
continue to be dominated (as it 
has been in recent months) by the 
right of the Party. It may be that 
even this grey cloud has a thin 
silver lining. 

Another part of the party also 
showed less than wholehearted 
support for the ‘new’ Thatcher 
line on immigration. The Central 
Office of the party is generally 
though of as the civil service of 
the leader and therefore merely an 
agent to carry out his or her wishes. 
So it was worthy of note that 
the press comment following her 
remarks on immigration. included 
reference to the disquiet in parts of 
Central Office, particularly the 
special department dealing with 
Community Affairs. The  signifi- 
cance of the adverse reactions in 
the civil service is that it is here 
that the development of campaign 
materials and of the detailed 
manifesto takes place. It could be 
that there will be a backlash from 
the reserach department if ever 
asked to put flesh on the skeleton. 
This possibility was not lost on 
supporters of Mrs Thatcher. The 
right wing Selsdon Group called 


publicly for the sacking of un- 
trustworthy (!) staff. 

A third strange departure for 
the Conservative Party was the 
emergence of its National Union 
Committee as a relatively progressive 
influence. The committee had in- 
sisted on appointing a representative 
to the all-Party Anti Racist cam- 
paign, despite express advice to 
the contrary from the Leaders 
representative — Party Chairman 
Lord Thorneycroft. No one living 
could remember a precedent for 
such an action. 

None of the above justifies 
any complacency about future 
developments in the Conservative 
Party; the Leader is extremely 
powerful and may yet get her way 
over policy on immigration and 
thus contribute to a worsening of 
race relations. On the other hand 
all is not yet lost and in all three 
sections of the party there are signs 
of a renewed vigour in those who 
have a more sensible approach. One 
should not forget that it was 
that approach which ensured the 
correct response when a Conser- 
vative government were faced with 
the expulsion of Asians from 
Uganda. Let us hope it wins the day 
when in opposition. 





Webster on the Spot 


BIRMINGHAM MEMBERS HOST DUKE 


Martin Webster was put firmly on 
the spot by the antics of the NFs 
Birmingham members. After con- 
stantly denying any Front con- 
- nections with the self-styled Klan 
leader, David Duke, his embarrass- 
ment must have been monumental 
when he found out that they had 
made a sucker of him by flocking 
to pay court to the Klansman. 

The venue for the get-together 
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was the Imperial Hotel in Bir- 
mingham, where some 30 NF 
members eagerly gathered and in 
their enthusiasm decided to take 
Duke along to a meeting of the 
Sutton Coldfield branch at the 
Horse and Jockey pub. 

Alas at this point things seemed 
to go wrong for the Dukeites 
for the Sutton members refused 
to allow him into the meeting. 


This has caused a rumpus in the 
Birmingham branch with Webster 
being informed of the situation. 

This of couse is where it starts to 
get interesting. Webster has called 
for disciplinary action for those 
who were involved with Duke, but 
the fact of the matter is that a 
number of the leading lights of the 
branch were at the Imperial Hotel 
meeting. 


If Webster orders their expulsion 
he will decimate the Birmingham 
branch. Amongst those involved 
were believed to be Harvey Stock 
and a leading young member of the 
Stetchford branch, Dave Goddard, 
who happens to be a particular 
friend (if you see what we mean) 
of Martin Webster’s. 

We look forward to the out- 
come of this wrangle with eager 
anticipation — it should be fun. 


Duke had a busy time in the 
Midlands being wined and dined by 
Robin Beauclaire who admits to 
being the publisher and distributor 
of the anti-Semitic pamphlet Did 
Six Million Really Die? In fact he 
must have taken quite a liking to 
the Southam, Warwickshire farm, 
since he returned there on a number 
of occasions. 

But Duke didn’t confine his visit 
to Beauclaire and the Front. He also 


had lengthy discussions with leading 
members of British Movement 
including Peter Marriner, who was 
exposed as an infiltrator into the 
Labour Party (see Searchlight 27) 
at the time of the Ladywood bye- 
election. No doubt they, unlike the 
NF, won’t go in for the charade of 
pretending not to be pro-Nazi and 
deny their American connections. 





YOUNG 
ESPERANTISTS 


DENOUNCE RACISM 








In their recent Annual General 
Meeting, Junularo  Esperantista 
Brita, the British Section of the 
World Esperanto Youth Organi- 
sation (TEVO) made a dramatic 
step forward by denouncing racism. 

The organisation amended their 
constitituion to clarify the total 
incompatibility of the Esperanto 
movement with racialism by adding 
the sentence: 

“‘Junularo Esperantista Brita shall 
strive to defend, assert and propa- 
gate the principles of the neutral 
international language, Esperanto, 
as a necessary tool in the cause of 
friendship, peace and understanding 
between the diverse ethnic groups 
in the world.” 

This lead to much discussion on 
the topic of racism. Opposition to 
it was unequivocal. Many speakers 
denounced the National Front 
outright and called for local groups 
of Young Esperantists to join in 
anti-racist and anti-fascist demon- 
strations. It was recalled that Hitler 
called Esperanto ‘‘a Jewish plot” 
and .-among the millions who 
were gassed were hundreds of 
Esperantists. Some members, how- 
ever, wished to point out that their 
opposition to racism and fascism 
went far beyond the fact that a 
small percentage of those who 


suffered under Hitler were speakers 
of Esperanto. The meeting then 
passed the following resolution: 


‘“Junularo Esperantista Britain 
its Annual General Meeting — 

— expresses alarm at the increase in 
racist feeling in this country; 

— recognises that such racist feeling 
runs counter to the inherent 
principles of the international 
language movement, opposed as 
itis to all discrimination on ethnic 
grounds; and 

— therefore resolves to recommend 
its members to stand against all 
forms of racism and _ racist 
organisations.” 


This is a radical departure for 
any branch of the Esperanto 
movement, which is traditionally 
neutral on all matters of political 
concern. It is thought that some 
older and more conservative Es- 
perantists may object strongly to 
what they consider to be a breach 
of the movement’s neutrality. How- 
ever, the newly elected President of 
Junularo Esperantists Brita Peter 
Weatherby, a student at Keble 
College, Oxford, issued a statement 
saying: 

“For too long we have been 
wet, shilly-shallying and generally 
unconcerned. We have talked about 


Peace, Friendship and Understan- 
ding and really meant ‘Peace and 
Quite’ or ‘Peace at any Price’ even 
the price of a neo-colonial cultural 
imperialism and racism. While the 
Esperanto movement is definitely 
race, class, creed or nation, this 
does not mean it is neutral and 
must shy away from all political 
issues. Esperanto is very “‘political”’ 
when it comes to the preciousness 
of ethnic diversity, the dignity of 
man, inter-ethnic friendship and 
understanding. Esperantists are not 
cranks, nor are they people who 
wish to see the extermination of 
national cultures in favour of a 
monolithic 1984-type world ‘‘Cul- 
ture’. We believe that Esperanto 
is just one step to be taken on the 
road to inter-ethnic harmony. We 
passed this anti-racist motion to 
make this clear. Esperantists should 
join the Churches, the anti-fascist 
and anti-racist groups, the Trade 
Councils and all others in the 
marches and the campaigns against 
Racism. There is an often used 
phrase in Esperanto on _ letter 
headings, on envelopes, and on 
posterrs — “‘Amikeco trans Limoj” 
— which means ‘‘Friendship across 
Barriers’’: that is what we stand for, 
and it is about time we marched for 
it RO 
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
